solemnity, but the usual number ol 
foreigners present was greatly dimin 
isherl on account ol the war. 


The pontificate of the newly elected 


sovereign 
officially dates frcui dun 


day, although he is really pope from 
the hour of his election. 


Whe.n he entered the Sistine Chapel 


the pope was attended by Nobk 
Guards in new red uniforms, carrying 
swords in their hands. 


Except for the supreme pontiff and 


the cardinals the most interesting fig 
ure in the- procession was the chap 
lain. 
It was he. who bore the triple 


crown. 


The new pontiff is sixty years old 


He was created a cardinal on May 25, 
less than four months ago. 


Cardinal Delia Chiesa assumed the 


name of Benedict XV. 


Pope Pius X. was the son of a Ve 


netian postman while Benedict XV. i? 
a member ol one of the oldest families 
of the Italian aristocracy. 


The new pope was born at Pe«li. in 


the diocese of Rcnoa, Italy, Nov. 21, 
1854, 
and was ordained a priest Doc 


21, 1878. He served as secretary ol tin 
nunciature in Spain from 18S3 to 1!>!>7, 
in which year he was appointed see 
rotary to the lato Cardinal Rampolla. 


Ho was appointed substitute papal 


secretary of state In 1901, and iu 190"( 
ho was elected to the post of advlaoi 
to the holy office.

A GENERAL SURVEY OF 


THE WAR 


TUESDAY. 


Well founded, though unofficial, re- 


ports were current Jn Paris that the 
French have checked the German ad- 
vance In the north. 


Three million men of the German 


armies and three great French and 
English columns waged battle, on the 
tcsult of which dependK the fatP of 
Paris. The main conflict was on a line 
seventy-five miles long, between Per- 
rone and Vervine, in 
northeastern 


France. 


Telegrams from 
Bucharest, Rou- 


manla, declare that the Austrian de- 
feat in Galicia was colossal. Numerous 
Austrian regiments were destroyed. 


Turkey is mobilizing her army and 


is expected to support Germany and 
Austria. 


WEDNESDAY. 


Worn to exhaustion on their huge 


battle line by many days of continu- 
ous marching and by their appalling 
losses, the Germans, under orders of 
the kaiser, concentrated all of their 
strength to crush the left army of the 
allies. 


At all other points on the firing line 


the Germans halted. Only a thin cur- 
tain of Germans remains at Belfort 
The kaiser's forces appear to have 
left southern Alsace and the French 
report a renewal of their victorious 
progress in Lorraine. 


The German right has forced the al- 


lies back as far as Complegne, only 
fifty miles from Paris. But at Com- 
piegne the Germans met with crush- 
ing defeats. Twelve thousand of the 
kaieer's cavalrymen - were anihilated 
kaiser's cavalrymen were annihilated. 


THURSDAY. 


La Fere, one of France's fortifica- 


tions northeast of Paris, has been cap- 
tured by the Germans after a bloody 
combat. 
The allies have been com- 


pelled to abandon

miles northeast of Paris) and Verdun 
(40 miles west of Paris). 


The battle which developed 
from 


the engagements which begun Satur- 
day and Sunday to tbe east of Paris 
is believed to have been the greatest 
of the war. 
It is officially estimated 


that 1,000,000 troops were engaged. 


An official bulletin said that the 


Germans were then "retiring." Thia 
was as follows: 


"A general action has started on 


the line through Nanteuil-le-Haudouin, 
Meaux, Sezanne 
and Vitry-le-Fran- 


cois and extending to Verdun. Thanks 
to the vigorous action of our troops, 
strongly supported by tbe British, the 
Germans started retiring. Tbe Ger 
mans had advanced Saturday and Sun- 
day into the region between Coulom- 
miers and La Ferte-Gaucher." 


Early reports told of severe fighting 


at La Ferte-Gaucher, where apparent 
]y German troops covering the flanks 
of the main German army encountered 
advance detachments of the allies in 
the fighting east of the captal at a 
point near La Ferte-Gaucher, and were 
obliged to retire. 


The wounded have begun to come 


into Paris. The nearness of some ot 
the fighting was responsible for the 
reports current that tbe sound of firing 
could be heard from Paris itself.

FIGHTING NEAR PARIS 


It ia officially announced in Pan* 
that, following a great battle, the Get* 
mans are retreating from the 120-mllo 
line between NantuiMe-Haudouln (25 
miles northeast of Paria) and Verdun 
(40 miles west of Paris). 


The battle which developed 
from 
the engagementa which begun Sotur 
day and Sunday to the east of Paria 
la believed to have been the greatest 
of the war* 
It la officially eetlmated 
that 1,000,000 troops were engaged. 


An official bulletin, said that the 
Germans were then “retiring.”

Early reporta told of severe lighting 
at La Ferte-Gaucher, where apparent­ 
ly German troops covering the flanlu 
of the main German army encountered 
advance detachments of the alllea la 
the fighting east of the captal at a 
point near La F'erte-Gaucher, and wer€ 
obliged to retire. 


The wounded have begun to eomt 
into Paris. The nearness of some of 
the fighting was responaible for the 
reporta current that the aound of firing 
could be heard from Paris Itself. Tha 
day was beautifully clear, and a atrong 
wind from the eaat would tend to aup 
port the contention of those who d# 
clare that they heard the aound of a r 
tillery. 


The Inhabitants of Paria gathered 
In great crowds near the gatea of tin 
city to watch the paaaage of mllltarf 
dispatch bearers, who from time U 
time came daahlng in from the eaat 
In awift automobile«.

' The writer once saw an amusing 
picture In a magazine, It represented 
s woman, standing before a mirror» 
rouge brush In hand, adding rose* to 
her cheeks, and It was entitled "Beat­ 
ing Time.” That Is the great trouble 
with most men and women who havo 
passed the halfway house In the Jour­ 
ney of life. They try to retain youth 
by painting up the outside, putting re­ 
pairs whero the casual eye beholds 
rather than reconstructing the'bodily 
Interior and bracing mental founda­ 
tions.

Youth feels so strong, so capable, so 
glad and assured, that it will tackle 
the seemingly impossible—and find It 
possible. Youth is the fool that rush­ 
es in, and wins, where angels (and the 
aged) fear to tread. 


Hence the only successful way to 
beat time is by holding fast to the al­ 
truistic outlook and the pleasant qual­ 
ities of youth. 
Build up the health, 
compose the nerves, clasp hands with 
Patience, revive faith in men and an­ 
gels and look upon life with eyes of 
hope and love.—Baltimore Sun.

Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senate 


and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met, That the following 
Is proposed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth, of Penn- 
sylvania.

employers and employees jointly, of rea- 
sonable compensation for injuries to em- 
ployees arising in the course of their em- 
ployment, and for occupational diseases of 
employees, whether or not such injuries 
or diseases result in death, and regard- 
less of r'ault of employer or employee, and 
fixing the basis of ascertainment of such 
compensation and tho maximum and mini- 
mum limits thereof, and p-oviding spe- 
cial or general remedies for the collec- 
tion thereof: but in no other cases shall 
the General Assembly limit the amount 
to be recovered for injuries tesulting in 
death, or for injuries to persons or prop- 
erty, and in case of_<Joath from such in- 
juries, the right of action shall survive.

Amend section twenty-one, article three 
of the Constitution of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 
“No act of the General Assembly shall 
limit tho amount to bo recovered for in­ 
juries resulting In death, or for Injuries 
to persons or property, and in case of 
death from such Injuries, the right of acr 
tion shall survive, and tho General As­ 
sembly shall prescribe for whose benefit 
such actions shall be prosecuted. No act 
shall prescribe any limitations of time 
within 
which 
suits 
may ,be 
brought 
against corporations for injurioâ to per­ 
sons or property, or for other causeB dif­ 
ferent from those fixed by general laws 
regulating actions against natural per­ 
sons, and such acts now existing are 
avoided," so that it shall read as follows: 
The Genorr»' Assembly may enact laws 
requiring the payment by employers, or 
employers and employees jointly, of rea­ 
sonable compensation for injuries to em­ 
ployees arising in the course of their em­ 
ployment. and for occupational diseases of 
employees, whether or not such injuries 
or diseases result in death, and regard­ 
less of fault of employer or employee, and 
fixing the basis of ascertainment of such 
compensation and the maximum and mini­ 
mum limits thereof, and providing spe­ 
cial or general remedies for the collec­ 
tion thereof, but in no other eases shall 
the General Assembly limit the amount 
to bo recovered for injuries resulting in 
death, or for injuries to persons or prop­ 
erty, and in case of jdeath from such in­ 
juries, tho right of Tictlon shall survive, 
and tho General Assembly shall prescribe 
for whose benefit such actions shall be 
prosecuted 
No act shall prescribe any 
limitations of time within which suits 
may be brought against corporations for 
injuries to persons or property, or for 
other causes, different from those fixed bj 
general laws regulating notions against 
natural persons, and such acts now exist­ 
ing are avoided.

Tho d#*l>t of any county, 
city, borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or Incorporated dis­ 
trict, except as heroin provided, shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon tho 
assessed value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any now debt, or Increase 
Us Indebtedness to an amount exceeding 
two per centum upon such assessed valua­ 
tion of property, without the assent of 
tho electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall bo provided by law; 
but any city the debt of which now ex­ 
ceeds seven per centum of such assessed 
valuation, may be authorised by law to 
Increaso the same three per centum, In 
tho aggregate, at any ono time, upon such 
valuation, oxcept that any debt or debt« 
hereinafter Incurred by tho city and coun­ 
ty of Philadelphia for tho conetructlon 
and development of subways for transit 
purposes, 
or 
for 
the construction 
of 
wharves and docks, or the reclamation of 
land to be used In the construction of a 
system of wharves and docks, as publlo 
Improvements, owned or to be owned by 
said city and county of Philadelphia, and 
which shall yjeid to the city aad county of 
Philadelphia current net revenue In ex­ 
cess of the Interest on said debt or debts, 
and of tho annual installments necessary 
for tho cancellation of said debt or debts, 
may bo excluded In ascertaining tho power 
of the city and county of Philadelphia to 
become 
otherwise 
indebted: 
Provided, 
That a sinking-fund for their cancellation 
shall bo established and maintained," so 
as to read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, city, 
borough, 
township, 
school 
district, 
or 
other municipality or incorporated dis­ 
trict, except as herein provided, shall 
nevor exceed seven per centum upon the 
assessed value of tho taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district Incur any new debt, or In- 
creano Its Indebtedness to an amount ex­ 
ceeding two per centum upon such as­ 
sessed valuation of property, without the 
assent of tho electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall be pro­ 
vided by law; but any city, the debt of 
which now exceeds seven per centum of 
such assessc d valuation, may bo author­ 
ized by law to Increase the same three per 
centum In tho aggregate, at any one time, 
upon such valuation; except that any d^bt 
or debts hereinafter incurred by the city 
and county of Philadelphia for the con­ 
struction and development of wharves and 
docks, or tho reclamation of land to be 
used In the construction of a system of 
wharves and docks, as public Improve­ 
ments, owned or to be owned by said city 
and county of Philadelphia, and which 
shall yield to the city and county of Phil­ 
adelphia current net revenue In excess of 
tho interest on said debt or debts and of 
tho annual Installments necessary for tho 
cancellation of said debt or debts, may bo 
excluded In ascertaining the power of tho 
city and county of Philadelphia to becomo 
otherwise indebted: Provided, That such 
indebtedness incurred by the city and 
county of Philadelphia shall not at any 
time, in tho aggregate, exceed tho sum of 
twenty-five million dollars for the purpose 
of improving and developing the port of 
the said city and county, by the condem­ 
nation, purchase, or reclamation or lease 
of land on the banks of tho Delaware and 
Schuylkill rivers, and land adjacent there­ 
to: tho building of bulkheads, and the pur­ 
chase or construction or lease of wharves, 
docks, sheds, and warehouses, and other 
buildings and facilities, necessary for the 
establishment and maintenance of rail­ 
road and shipping terminals along the 
said rivers; and tho dredging of the said 
rivers and docks: 
Provided, That tho 
said city and county shall, at or before 
the time of so doing, provide for tho col­ 
lection of an annual tax sufllcient to pay 
tho interest thereon, and also the princi­ 
pal thereof within fifty years from the in­ 
curring thereof.

fcrred, insured, and guaranteed; and for 
tho creation and collection of Indemnity 
funds; and for carrying (he system and

FIGHTING NEAR PARIS 


It ia officially announced in Patna 
that, following a great battle, the G er 
mans are retreating from the 120-mils 
line between NantuiMe*Haudouin (25 
miles northeast of Paris) and Verdun 
(40 miles west of Paris). 


The battle which developed 
from 
the engagements which begun 8atur* 
day and Sunday to the east of Paris 
is believed to have been the greatest 
of the war. 
ft is officially estimated 
that 1,000,000 troops were engaged. 


An official bulletin. said that the 
Germans were then 4<retiring«M 
This 
was as follow«: 


“A general action has started on 
the line through NanteulMe-Haudouln, 
Meaux, 
Sezanne 
and 
Vitry-le-Fran* 
cois and extending to Verdun. Thanks 
to Che vigorous action of our troops, 
strongly supported by the British» the 
Germans started retiring. 
The Ger 
mans had advanced Saturday and Sun* 
day into the region between Coulom* 
miers and La Ferte*Gaucher.M 


Early reports told of severe fighting 
at La Ferte-Gaucher. where apparent­ 
ly German troops covering the flanks 
of the main German army encountered 
advance detachments of the allies Is 
the fighting east of the captal at s 
point near La Ferte-Gaucher, and were 
obliged to retire. 


The wounded have begun to eome 
Into Paris. The nearness of some ol 
the fighting was responsible for th t 
reports current that the sound of firing 
could be heard from Paris itself. The 
day was beautifully clear, and a atrons 
wind from the eaat would tend to aup 
port the contention of those who do 
clare that they heard the sound of a r 
tillery. 


The Inhabitants of Paris gathered 
in great crowds near the gatea of 111# 
city to watch the passage of m illtarj 
dispatch bearers, who front time U 
time came dashing in from the east 
In swift automobiles* 


The position chosen by the allied 
forces to give battle to the Invaders it 
declared to have been most favorablo 
having near its center the strongly en 
trenched camp at ChalonsmurMarno 
Lieutenant Colonel Rousaet, military 
critic of La Llberte, said that the Ger 
man armies had ao placed themselvet 
to the east and northeast that theij 
position would bcome hopeless in case 
they suffered a check. 


The superior numbers of the Ger 
mans are olfset by these facta: The al 
lies, in their rearward movement, have 
virtually 
selected their own battle 
field; the Germans are on the point ot 
complete exhaustion by tbelr forcec 
marches under a sun of tropical qual 
ity. The weather has been exception 
ally hot for early September, but It 
has proved a greater hardship for tb« 
invaders than It has for the defend 
era.

Proposing an amendment to section eight 
of article nine of tho ConstituUtti of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Bo It resolved by tho Senate 
and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen­ 
eral Assembly met, That the following 
is proposed as an amendment to tho Con­

One of the 
newest model« from that couturier was 
of blsck velvet, with a rather straight 
skirt, edged with a wide band of nat­ 
ural raccoon and topped with a shaped 
tunic of black satin; In the gulf where 
the tunic separated In the hack a sin­ 
gle sash-end of satin was inserted. The 
coat, which was a medium hlp-length 
affair, was curved to suggeat a cut­ 
away and wm fashioned with rather 
largo revers, which wore distanced to 
disclose a waistcoat of white silk; 
around the neck It was finished with a 
high stock of the fur, which also edged 
the sleeves. 
A large 
baircl-iihaped 
muff of tho raccoon completed the cos­ 
tume. 


Correct Fabrics for Suits. 


Peau dc suedo, which has tho beauti­ 
ful «oft and dull finish of the dainty 
leather from which It takes Its name, 
Is much used In the various tones of 
chamois, tan, gray, brown and green 


Peau depeche, which is woven to re­ 
semble the skin of a peach, Is a novel­ 
ty that has won much admiration for 
its beauty. 


Velours dc lalne in plain 
and 
cut 
(striped effect) weaves Is veiy popu­ 
lar. Indeed, It Is frequently «ubstituted 
for duvetyne. 


The always reliable broadcloth» and 
serges aro again coming back to their 
own. 
And they will enjoy a greater 
vogue when severely tailored salts 
reign supreme. 


Afternoon suits are mostly of velvet 
In plain and panne weaves, ailk duve­ 
tyne, velveteen, plush or brletschwan* 
—the latter is generally combined with 
satin or velvet. 
Such «ults are moat 
effective and elegant In black, Russian 
green, midnight and navy blues, tete 
de negre, prune, burgundy and egg 
plant purple. 


Colors Soft and Beautiful. 


The richness of the fabrics is great- * 
ly enhanced by the quiet beauty of the 
colors which are finding favor with the 
Paris elegante. 


Brilliant 
color combinations 
for 
street suits have been supplanted by 
wonderfully BOft shade«, usually very 
dark, which are indeed a triumph of 
the dyer's art. 
The effect is not so 
somber as might be expected, consid­ 
ering that all black hats are so univer­ 
sally worn, for almost invariably there 
Is a dash of brilliant color which livens 
up the costume. Sometimes this \m ac< 
complished by the gilet, which has be­ 
come so Important a part of the coat 
and skirt; sometimes by a tiny bou­ 
quet of brightly colored artificial flow­ 
ers. 
These little touches 
of 
color 
must be employed by an artist, for 
they can mar a costume quite aa read­ 
ily as they can add to its beauty. 


Furs never have been worked to the 
perfection the furriers have attained 
this season. They are as soft aa fabric 
and lend themselves to draping. With 
the lively colors and the splendid fora 
used In street costumes the morning o r 
afternoon promendate presents a moat 
unusual spectacle, as all the women 
appear to be beautiful. 


Seen at the Rltz. 


When a suit Is distinguishable at tha 
Ritz during the tea hour, one can be 
certain that it is a notable costume, 
for here one sees the royalty of Eu­ 
rope, the best dressed Parisiennes and 
many prominent American«. 
And to 
say that there was one particular toilet 
that dominated a brilliant assemblage 
the other day Is paying it a decided 
compliment. It was a three-piece cob« 
tume with gown of black charmeuse,, 
whose skirt was 
simply draped 
to 
swathe the figure—with bolero jacket 
of broadtail, from which flared a tunic 
of finely plaited tulle, edged with 
a 
wide band of the fur. The tunic waa 
a graduated affair that was quite short 
at the right side and extended almost 
to tho knee« at the left. 


Callot's Eccentric Fur Trimming. 
A wide band of white fox was simply 
wound diagonally around the skirt just 
at the knees. 
If the skirt 
had not 
boon gathered in and draped up (in 
frpnt) under the fur It might have had 
quite straight lines. Tho short jacket 
of this suit of velvet, which was In a 
curious shade of brown, 
was rather 
plain, except that the back was Mbout 
two Inches «horter than 
the 
fronts, 
which it overlapped. A narrow band­ 
ing of the fur edged its V-haped neck 
and the tops of Its sleeves. 


Garters for the Slit SklH. 


Trouser 
garters, or us they are 
sometimes culled, tango garters, are 
coming into quite general use. 
They 
are, us you doubtless know, a very 
tight garter, trimmed with rhinestone 
buckles 
and 
ch iff ou 
flowers, 
from 
which Imngs a plultod flounce of chlf* 
fon or crepe de chine. Those are used 
witii slushed dresses for dancing, and 
in some cases vvith regulation tailored 
suits,
